not force men into religion. I believe 
that roany men drink occasionally be 
cause they -wish to demonstrate that 
Ihey are free to go into a saloon if 
they choose, and because they know 
that it will spile somebody who doet 
not wish them to so In there.

JAPS REPULSED. 


Kuropatkin Reports an Engagement 


Stoessel's Report. 


St. Petersburg. Nov. 18.—General 


Kuropatkin reports: 
"Tuesday even- 


ing the Japanese assumed the offen- 
sive against our positions near Sin- 
chinpu, but the attacks were repulsed. 
At about 11 o'clock at night the en- 
emy recommenced a fusilade which 
lasted an hour and a half. Our losses 
were 14 men wounded. At dawn the 
same day our sharpshooters ambushed 
32 dismounted 
Japanese dragoons. 


The sharpshooters attempted to make 
pri«pn«rs of them, but the Japanese 
resisted, and were all killed or wound- 
ed, except three who were captured. 
A company of- Japanese came to the 
rescue of their comrades, but the fire 
of the sharpshooters kept them, at

SERIOUS RUN 


Closes the Doors of the Berlin National 


Bank in Wisconsin— Deposits 


$150,000. 


Berlin, Wis., Nov. "18. — The Berlin 


National bank closed its doors and 
posted a notice saying: "Owing to the 
withdrawal of deposits the business 
of this bank has been placed in the 
hands of the controller of the cur- 
rency." A meeting of stockholders 
had been called for December to ar- 
range for paying a CO per cent as- 
sessment in order to strengthen the 
bank and remove any doubtful paper 
which might be found. Notices ha.d 
been issued to the public stating the 
bank's determination to strengthen it- 
self. 
These 
notices 
were 
miscon- 


strued by the depositors; a run on 
the bank resulted and became so 
serious that the directors determined 
to close the doors. The deposits ag- 
gregate 5180,000.

Buildings Five Blocks Away 


Badly Damaged. 


A DYNAMITE EXPLOSION TODAY 


On the Hocking Valley Road Kills One 


and Fatally Injures Fou.-

Chicago, Nov 
IS—Fourteen men 


are supposed to have been killed and 
ten were injured by a series of gas 
tank expJos'cns this morning at the 
plant of the Pyle Na-ional Electric 
Headlight company and the Peoples 
Gas, Light and Coke company id 
South Chicago. 


Four bodies were recovered at noon. 


The financial loss is $100,000. 


The fire originated in the Pylc plant, 


the cause being unknown. 


The fire caused ihe explosion of fi 


small tank. Then followed the ciemoli 
tion of s:x other tanks. The air be- 
came filled with sheets of flame which 
enveloped 
the plant of the Peoples 


company. The force bf the explosion 
was sufficient to- partially wreck dwell- 
ing houses within five blocks. In the 
collapse of a building 200 feet away 
five people were badly injured. Peo- 
ple lied in a panic as chimneys and 
window panes 
were smashed. The 


flames, fanned by a strong wind. Jump- 
ed along the spaces intervening be- 
tween the plants, licking up all the 
-buildings wtthm- the= enclosures and 
threatening two immense tanks of the 
Peoples company. 
A fortunate shift 


of the Wind allowed the firemen to ap- 
proach and deluge the tanks with 
water, averting a fearful disaster. It 
is claimed 26 men were employed in 
the plants. The injured were rushc-d 
:o drug stores and then to hospitals. 


The gas company drew off the gas 


to forestall other explosions. Two bod- 
ies recovered were blown outside the 
flame limits. 


This afternoon at 1:30 Fire Marshal 


Campion stated that pieces of bodies

Washington, Nov. 18.—The board of 


trustees of the Catholic university, 
•which has been meeting here for two 
days, has adjourned until the second 
Wednesday after Easter. In all four 
sessions were held, during which the 
principal topic of discussion was the 
finances of the institution. There was 
also informal consideration of the 
letter of Marquise De Monstiers-Merin- 
ville, founder of the university, in 
which she made public her renuncia- 
tion of the Catholic religion. 
At the 


university it was announced that not- 
withstanding the Waggaman failure, 
by which the university will lose at 
least part of the $876,000 which bad 
been Invested through him, the work 
of the institution would go on with 
greater vigor than ever before.

was positively stated that no action 
was taken by the trustees regarding 
the Marquise De Monstiers' letter. It 
was intimated that offers of financial 
assistance from Catholics throughout 
the country had been made.

ASPHYXIATED 


BY GAS ARE FOUR MEN 
IN A 


JERSEY PLANT. 


~i hree Died Attempting Their Rescue. 


The Men Were Found Together 


in a Heap. 


New York, Nov. 18.—Asphyxiated by 


gas was the fate of four men at Dover, 
N. J., at the plant of the Dover, Rock- 
away & Port Oram Gas company. 
They constituted the entire working 
force of the plant and were discovered 
by George E. Bunnell, a former em- 
ploye, who, on visiting the plant, 
found it apparently deserted, with en- 
gine running under a lull head of 
steam and scarcely any water in the 
boilers. After shutting down the en- 
gines and attending to the boilers, 
Bunnell went through the works and 
found the four men beneath an open 
trap door in the meter room, with the 
space under the floor filled with gas 
from a broken valve in the drip pipe. 


The men were William Bulmer, 17, 


employed as a fireman; Elias C. Cham- 
berlain, Otto E. Eidshum, a painter, 
and a man known only as Gustave, also 
a painter. The men lay together in a 
heap, and Bunnell, noticing that the 
man on top was alive, entered the 
trap to rescue him, hut became so 
weakened by the gas that he could not 
lift the body to the floor, four feet 
above, and was barely able to get out 
himself. 
He staggered outside, but 


was unable to attract any one's at- 
tention, and it was some time before 
he recovered sufficiently to telephone 
for assistance. WSv-a h'elp finally ar- 
rived and the gas was turned off so 
the men could be taken out, all four 
were dead. 


From their positions it is thought 


that Bulmer went through the trap 
first to fix the broken valve and was 
overcome by the gas, and in an effort 
at rescue, Chamberlain, Eidshum and 
Gustave followed and lost their lives. 


TRAIN 


Demolished a Trolley and Four Per- 


sons Were Killed—The Car Got 


Beyond Control. 


Toronto, Nov. 18.—A streetcar with 


trailer attached got beyond control of 
the motorman and crashed through the 
guard gates at the Queen street cross- 
ing of the Grand Trunk railroad. A 
Montreal freight train struck the for- 
ward car, grinding it 
to splinters. 


Four persons were killed. Every pas- 
senger on the streetcars was injured, 
two dying soon after being taken from 
the wreckage and two at the hospital. 
The dead are: James Armstrong, con- 
ductor; one year old child of J. Rob- 
ertson, the baby being thrown from 
its mother's arms and both its legs 
cut off; Mrs. Minnie Mahaffy, inter- 
nally injured, died at hospital; Rus- 
sell T. Stephens, internally injured, 
died at hospital. The forward car was 
struck fairly in the center and com- 
pletely 
demolished. 
The 
vestibule 


from which the motorman had jump- 
ed was carried up the track 100 yards. 
The trailer was overturned and all 
the windows smashed, but the body of 
the car remained intact.

PANAMA COUP 


More Serious Than 
Was 
at First 


Thought—Resignation of Gen. 


Huertas. 


Panama, "Novn.8.—The" treaty be- 


tween the "United States and Panama 
has prevented one more revolution in 
the isthmus. The rumored coup d'etat 
by the military elements, it seems, was 
more serious than it was at first 
thought to be. Minister Barrett, after 
a consultation with the Panama gov- 
ernment and General Davis, command- 
er of the canal zone, decided to ask 
Admiral Goodrich to leave one of the 
warships of the United States' Pa- 
cific squadron here to prevent any 
possible disturbance. Two hundred 
marines from Empire camp have ar- 
rived here. General Huertas, the min- 
ister of war, has announced his in- 
tention to resign, which will clear the 
political 
atmosphere. 
Though dis- 


turbances are not feared, in the pre- 
sent circumstances Panama is greatly 
excited.

BANK PRESIDENT IS HELD FOR 


EMBEZZLEMENT 


Leighton is Given a Hearing at 


Lima.

Lima, O., Nov. 18.—President W. W. 


Leighton of the Lima Savings Bank 
& Trust company, was held to answer 
before grand jury for alleged embezzle- 
ment under bond of $5,000. 
It was 


shown in the preliminary hearing that 
Leighton's personal obligations to the 
bank exceeds $41,000, secured solely 
by stocks in three corporations now 
in the hands of a receiver, and further 
that pn the day of suspension but 
$22.50 was in the bank's vaults. 
The 


bank directors voted to make an as- 
signment, thus further complicating 
matters. 
"W. J. Davis was named as-

Harvard will be stronger, of course, 


than when she suffered defeat by the 
University of Pennsylvania, but she 
will not have the strength to resist the 
cannon ball rushes of the heavy Yale 
backs and the fearful momentum of 
the Yale tackle's back I'oriuatious. 


Penn's Great Left Guard. 


Piekarski, the powerful and speedy 


left guard of the University of Penn- 
sylvania eleven, has \\on a place on 
the all America's team for 1904. His 
wonderful work against Harvard did 
much to win for the Quaker team. 


Piekarski played on the Pennsylva- 


nia team of last season, when he gave 
indications of the brilliant work he has 
done this year.

Different Football Methods. 


The overthrow of Yale by West 


Point and the humiliation of Prince- 
ton at the hands of the middies have 
given rise to much speculation among 
the followers of football. 


In the west such happenings at this 


stage of the season would mean, woe- 
tal n'er.a.itess oil the part of the big 
teams. Nothing serves better than this 
to emphasize the difference between 
the theories on which eastern and 
western elevens are coached. 


The former have at most only two 


"big" games xo piepare 101, s\uae 111 
the west a series of four or eveu six 
championship contests is often played 
by the large teams. In the east, there- 
fore, the full strength of the college 
team matures more slowly than would 
be possible for teams occupying cor- 
responding positions in the west if the 
latter wished to maintain their pres- 
tige. 


The smaller teams, on the other 


hand, are worked to a high degree of 
perfection early in the season, and the 
Yale and Princeton catastrophes are 
examples of the results. It all goes 
to show that if the old system is ad- 
hered to the ''big four" will soon be 
a myth in eastern football. 
Look Out For the "Minors." 


A team which schedules games with 


other elevens nearly its own equal in 
weight and strength and often its su 
perior in .the matter of coaching can- 
not expect to make a clear record for 
the season unless more attention is 
given to the so called ''minor" con- 
tests. 


When practice games result in the 


defeat of th4 team which is being 
"practiced" they are more than mere 
preparatory contests. 


A victory in the most important 


game, while it may vindicate the 
strength of the large team, cannot re- 
move the black eye a defeat at the 
hands of a smaller team gives it. 


Either the smaller elevens must be 


regarded with more respect by coaches 
of the larger teams or the famous "big 
four" must pass away.

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The Question of Tariff Revision. 


(Piltsburg Post.) 


President Roosevelt has been con- 


sulting the leading Republican mem- 
bers of Congress as to the advisabil- 
ity of calling an extra session of the 
next Congress to revise the tarin. He 
himself is on record as to the desir- 
ability of such revision, but is said 
to have an open mind as tc when the 
task 
should 
be 
undertaken. 
The 


opinions thus far received by him are 
said to be strongly averse to the idea 
of an extra session. It is urged that 
the people by ths great majority they 
gave the Republican party at the last 
election signified their entire approval 
of existing conditions, including the 
stand-rat policy on the tariff. 
Busi- 


ness, they claim, is good and improv- 
ing, and there is therefore no reason, 
for legislating at this time to better 
it. One idea advanced is that a com- 
mission shall be appointed to report 
upon 
the 
necessary changes to be 


made in the tarifl schedules, which 
commission could have its conclusions 
ready for action at he first regular 
session of the new Congress in De- 
cember, 1905. 


It seems probable that the President 


will be influenced not to call an extra 
session, and it would not be strange 
if he should agree to the commission 
idea. 
The 
people 
who remember 


that the last tariff commission effect- 
ed nothing, but that although it was 
appointed to r&port a reduction of the 
tariff Congress actually increased du- 
ties, will be disposed to 
lock with 


some suspicion upon the idea of ap- 
1-ointing another. President 
Roose- 


velt, however, will probably not 
be 


content to ignore 
the 
question of 


tariff revision altogether, and Ave may 
expect that he will say something 
about it in his message neoct month. 
Further than that, whatever action 
he may approve he will in all likeli- 
hood Insist upon being 
carried out. 


He is shrewd enough to perceive that a 
revision of the tariff schedules cannot 
Le much longer delayed \uthout dan- 
ger not only to the business interests 
of the country, but aJso to thosa of 
Ihc Republican party. 


There is a large number of Republi^ 


cans who are strongly devoted to the 
system of protection, but v.ho clearly 
perceive that many 
existing 
duties 


are 'much too high, and that if t;hey 
ara not lowered to a proper figure the 
effect will be highly inimical to the 
cause to which they adhere. 
They 


know that unless the Republican par- 
ty atempts a revision tha people will 
in a few years commit the task to the 
Democratic party. 
The stand-pat-for- 


ever policy which seme Republican 
members of Congress appear to favor 
means the sure doom of protection, 
and the latter's shrewdest advocates 
are anxious that it shall not pre/ail. 
If they have tne backing of the Presi- 
dent they are likely to 
prevent it 


from doing so.

the Mikado as a birthday gift, is tem- 
pered by private information that the 
gallant commander of the garrison has 
been wounded. General Stoessel was 
Qtni^k 'n tbp Vmod bv n cplintpf from 
a shell while he was personally direct- 
ing the repulse of a particularly des- 
perate assault, but 
fortunately the 


wound is 
not serious and General 


Stoessel has not been obliged to relin- 
quish command. General Stoessel is 
regarded as the heart and soul of the 
denfense. 


Other information sent by General 


Stoessel which has not been divulged 
for strategic seasons, it is stated by 
the war office, is by no means unfav- 
orable. 
While the garrison is now 


hemmed in in the citadel itself not one 
of the main forts has been taken. The 
garrison has been provisioned, fresh 
ammunition has arriveVl, and General 
Stoessel expresses confidence that the 
defense can be successfully maintain- 
ed until the arrival of Vice Admiral 
Rojestveusky's second Pacific squad- 
ron.
